That DIWIONATINO n 
paper means, olluring tho printing to tliu low- 
est bidder? 
And that proposals were to be 


m«do, bids invited, nnd tho whole acted on at 
timjirst meeting of (ho Council, und that this 
Section provides for this procc«s, or is consist- 
ent with this interpretation ? 
Aru offices to 


bo let out b/ contract, and officers to bo eho- 
•cn from the lowest bidders ? And if this 
to bo dono*!n tho case of tho City Printers, 
can any one tell why it should not bo donu in 
tho case of nil officers appointed by the Coun- 
cil?—of tho Clurk, Surveyor and Comptrol- 
ler? Certainly not. Hud it been tho design 
of this section to provide for tho selection of 
a Printer by bidding, this section would have 
tpccifitd it. 


But it is said, Section l,of Chapter 10—on 


."Miscellaneous Provisions"—declare*, "All 
•work for lho City, or either of tho Wards, 
•hall bo let by contract to tho lowest bidder." 
Docs this miscellaneous provision apply to the 
work of officers ? 
Then tho work of tho At- 


torney, the Clerk, tjio Committao on Ordi- 
nancra, and BO on thro* tho whole list, must 
bo given to tho lowest bidder. If it npplia. 
to the City Printer, it applies equally to all 
tho other officers. 
For their scrvieo is tcorfc 


for tha City, Tho cnso is a plain one. 
Tho 


Surveyor was appointed, though it is not so 
specified, to do all tho surveying required to 
bo dono for tho City. If ho was incapable o' 
doinjr, ull tho City-required to bo done,- it 
•would bo proper to appoint somo ono to do 
part of his work. jDut while ho was ready 
and able to do tho whole, it would bo unjust 
to him to employ somo ono olio to do his work. 
And .tho samo is true of tho City Printer. His 
appointment, of itself, implies that ha is to do 
tho printing for tho City. It is in the lino of 
his trade. And it has been tho invariable 
practice, in this city and elsewhere, when n 
City Printer was appointed, to giva him all 
tho City printing. ' And tho Council made 
quito a stir lust year, bccauso tho Clerk pavo 
a small job of incidental printing to tho Cum- 
mercial, after tho Sentinel wn* nppointml tho 
"official paper, although no Resolution had 
been passed giving tho Sentinel the incidental 
printing. It was well unilorxtood then, that 
tho election of City Printer carried with it- 
as a matter of count, tho incidental printing. 
But Ilia Common Council haro already been 
compelled to givo n ilijl'crcnt construction to 
Section 1 of Chapter 10, from that sought to 
bo derived from it in application to tho City 
printing. For tho Aldermen, of difiercnt 
"Ward», hnvo mado contracts for repairing 
streets, without letting out tho jabs by con- 
tract to tho lowest bidder, nnd without giving 
duo notice of tho timo nnd placo of lotting 
such contracts, as required by this Section, 
for tho purpose of inviting competition. And 
at tho hist meeting, tlicr justified thi'insclrcj, 
on lho ground of the difficulty of waiting to 
let out such jobs by contract, and from tho 
necessity of tho case. Similar difficulties will 
arise, in regard to tho incidental printing. It 
would require a very long specification to 
cover everything winch might bo required to 
bo printed and published lor tho City, and if 
any variation 'from tho specifications were re- 
quired by the Cily, tho bid would not cover it. 


• But tho very terms of lho Section show, on 
a careful examination, that it was not intend- 
ed to apply to tho City Printing. It is tho 
first Section of tho last Chapter of tho Char- 
ter. • After having ruado provision for tbo 
working of tho City Government,, by tho op- 
pointmont of Cily officers, to do the work ap- 
propriate to their -respective offices, a Chap- 
ter of "MISCELLANEOUS PltOVISIONS" IS 
added,'pioviding, among other things, bow 
such work shall bo dono, as docs, not come 
^within tho province of any of'the City offi- 
'tors, such as grading, gravelling, paving nnd 
planking the itrootn, filling up lots, making 
bridges, &c. And this is tho only natural 
•construction of thii Section. Any other in- 
. tcrpreUlion .throws open lho whole work of 
' all tho City officers, appointed by tho Com- 


mon Council, to competition, and puts up the 
offices themselves, at auction, to bo knocked 
down to tho lowest bidder. Tho Section is as 
follows:

parts of llm city and judge from actual ob 
survution, what the work is worth. 
"We do 


not say that this u thu necessary hut that it i 
the natural interpretation of this section. Anil 
that itfliows that it does not apply to thu city 
printing. 


Unt there is another section of the Clutrtor, 


which has been entirely overlooked by thu 
iidvoentM of contract printing, which proves 
I'onolusively, that See. 1, of Cliap. 10, requir- 
ing the letting of work by contract, does not 
and cannot apply to the city printing, or to tho 
work of nny of the city officers. 
Section 8 


of Chap. U, on. " Officers—their Powers nnil 
Duties," proviik-s nn follows : 


" Thu Common Couniril shall have pnicei 


froin-limc to time, to require other andfnrth 
e.r duties in bo performed by nny officer whose 
tint ins are herein prcseribud." 


Tim two next sections—9 and 10—specify 


that the oily printers'shall publish every thing 
required to be published for tho city in n 
pithlie newspaper, and cluill file an affidavit 
of such publication with tins Cily Clerk. 
The 


Common Council, then, havo pntcer by See. 
8 of Chnp. ;i, to require tho .City Printer to 
do all the Incidental printing for the city.— 
The Common Council did, on the 20th of 
March, 1852, by Resolution, require and ap- 
point us to do all the printing for tho city and 
its officer.*, necessary to bo dono in English. 
My lho Rules of tho Council, a Resolution 
(inn only be roconsiilored "at the same, or tho 
next succeeding meeting" on which it was 
pni.-fed. "And if tho motion to reconsider be 
made on a day subsequent to that on which 
tho ori|iinnl question was decided, a vota'of 
the majority of the entire Jluard shall La re- 
quired to sustain it." Sco Mth Rule. 


At tho meeting next succeeding our ap- 


pointment to do all tho city printing in Eng- 
lish, a motion was made to reconsider tlm vote 
requiring us to do it, and the volo standing U 
to G, the ii-otion was lost, and it stands so re- 
corded on the Journal of tho Common Coun- 
cil'* proceedings. It is therefore no longer an 
open question, nnd tho Council has no power 
tn revoke Ha action.' Add to this, tho fjict, that 
tho Council required us to give bonds, in the 
sum of One Thousand Dollars, to perform our 
work faithfully, and tlmt it accepted our bonds 
and placed them on file, and the public c:m 
judge of tho character of tho attempts) which 
have been made, and aro being made, to in- 
duce the Council to over-ride the Chat ten 
disregard its rules, exceed its powers, violate 
its fnitli and break its contract with us, by 
taking fromtrt the incidental priming. 


They can judge, nlso, of tho character of 


tho Clerk, who, against tho repeated votes of 
tho Council, and without oven tho pretence 
of letting out tho printing by contract, has 
given two largo jobs to the Sentinel. 


Wo Iiavo been obliged to make this article 


long, to present all tho fuels in tho case. But, 
if the Jenny Lind Club, of which tho Mayor 
and the Sentinel aro thu official exponents, 
succeeds, the Cily will havo to pay for their 
fiddling, and wo havo therefore thought pro] 
cr to present the whole caso to the Tax Pay- 
ers. 
Wo nro willing to trust tho matter with 


a jury of 12 disinterested and impartial men. 
And wo congratulate, otirself that wo aro to 
have a Sunremo Court to try this question, if 
necessary, not one of whose members will have 
been a party to this conlrovcrsy, or advi- 
sed to tho unjust action against un.

ho trees from which ho cats fruit, nnd deals

'or those who come after him. Thus when n 
«on of Spain eats a peach or pear by the 
road hide, whcruver lie' is, ho digs a hole in 
he ground with his foot, and covers the seed.
